The following communication from 
Thomas H. Clay, Esq., the delegate from 
this district to the recent National con- 
vention of the American party at Phila- 
delphia, will be read with interest by the 
members of the party everywhere Mr. 
Clay occupied a prominent position in 
the National Council, and also in the 
Nominating Convention, and is perhaps 
a< familiar with the feelings, views and 
opinions of those bodies as any other 
gentleman. His letter is so clear and 
compr* baaaiva upon all points touched 
upon, as to leave nothing for explana- 
tion at our hands:

Manshelu, Mar. 10th 1856. 

It is but respectful and proper, that as 
your Delegate to the National Council 
held on the 18th ultimo at Philadelphia, 
1 should give you some account of what 
occurred there. 

I found a settled and fixed design 
among the delegates, from the East and 
Northwest to strike out the 12th section 
of the Platform, adopted at the meeting 
of tiie American Council at Philadelphia 
on the 5th of June 1855. The excite- 
ment growing out of the Kansas and 
Wahraaka difficulties had contributed to 
strengthen this determination. 

In view of this, there was a m' eting 
of the Southern delegates called on the 
18th, to confer together and agtet: upon 
such a course of action, as it was thought 
the interests of the South might demand. 
There were no resolutions passed at this 
meeting, and the conservative spirit 
manif- sted by a majority of our South 
era fttcaaa, gave us hopes, that we might 
yet weather the storm, conjured up, far 
the destruction of the American party.

The great political measure, proposed 
by the American party, is the extension 
of the period of residence, to be required 
of foreigners, as a condition of naturali- 
zation, to be twenty-one years.

They were of the best 
and most enterprizing portion of the Eu- 
ropean nations from which they emigrat- 
ed, and were easily and rapidly absorbed 
and incorporated into the great body of 
the American people. There were then 
no foreign clans or classes among us — 
no array of foreign nationalities on A- 
merican soil, clamoring for political pow- 
er.
